In ray capacity as a counterintelligence 
swnt, and havlr.g been ln Charge of counter-espionage 
opera tions (uniil apprcximately l r '51) in West Berlin, 

I had firslhand knowledge of the type of Soviet aetiv- 
ities under discussion, such as ebductions and inter- 
rogations under dureas of psychologlcal pressure or 
physical intimidation, 

For the unit to which I wes assigned in 
Berlin, I had to Bafeguard the securlty and mlssion of 
the United States Forces stationed in Berlin and Europa . 

I waa also responaible for eiding or asaistlng and ad- 
vißlng the German authorlties and Allied agenciee ln their 
Inveatigations of ebductions or as the German authorlties 
call them, the violations of the personal Security of the 
civilian population of 3erlin, Düring the same period es 
well as afteruarda, I also had the responsibility of pro- 
tecting operations and personnel ut.ilized in the eollectine 
of counterintelligence or positive Intelligence Information 
for the United States Forces. A large number of the vlctims 
of ebductions and interrogatlons under dureaa were active for 
the Western Allies and German agencies (also private organl- 
zations in West Berlin) in gathering data and Information 
Intelligence from last Germany. For thls reaaon, raany 
sources and investigators for the United States Foreea and 



United States Information Agency (USIA) were directly en- 
dangered by these Soviet. practioes. Therefore, any cases 
of ebductions and interrogations under dureas were of direct 
Interest to me and the unit which I served (Region VIII of 
CIC and UbAHEUR Liaison Groups). 



^ur basic aira was to collect the deta on the 
fscts In each csBe and to learn more about the modua operandi 
of the Soviet, Fast German, and Satellite Intelligence and 
security organlzetions perpetrating auch crimea. 

Curlng the entlre period that I we* engaged 
in thesc investigations, I colleeted applicable newspaper 
clippings and publications concerning these cases and 
generally containing acourate Information wiihaut violeting 
the existing 3ecurity regulations of the Counter-Intel- 
ligence Corps. The material that was published had been 
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f lefl f ed in *he foreign press. K„ t having wouid have

Also, GLAFSEE was most 
probably an aetive double-agent between Soviet Intelligence

Gehlen Organization (nov the AND). Blood was found in the 
epartnient afterwards. A rüg hau been carried downstaira 
by GLAFSKE. Later, a subsequently defected Last Berlin 
policeman claimed that. e black TPEL KAPITAEN wes used to 
take TRUCHNOVICH and GUESFF to Fast Berlin. The confusing, 
yet lnteresting, e lerne nt in thie case is the lack of Western 
Knowledge on whether either TP.DCHN07ICH or GLAFSKE vere 
abdurted and vho really abcucted whoai, Vhataver the true 
circuastanees vere, it is evident that both TRUCHNOVICH and 
GLAFSKE were moveö to the last, and placed und er Soviet controlj 
there was s bloody struggle, end definltely an abduction of one 
or both individuale took plane at Soviel or MFo direct ion, 

ne FTJFHKE, of the SPD — Jstbuero and its newly 
appolnted head of covert and resistance actlvitiea in East 
Gennany, was abducted February 1949 from West Berlin to the 
lest. EUEHNE had been in contact with one EHLERS, who had 
a leading poaition in the "DWK” (German Economic Commission) 
of the Soviel Occupation Zone. At that time, EHLERS resided 
in West Berlin (French Sector, not far from the Soviet Sector) 
and EUEHNF. had been visitlng him at home repeatedly. EUEHNE, 
was then staying temporarily in West Berlin to take over and 
organize the many East German operational contacta and planned 
to re tum to Manöver, West Seraiany. The Soviets (MGB) had 
srranged for two accempliees to aid EHLEHS in drugglng EUEHNE 
and then moving EUEHNE to lest Berlin. One girl, poslng as a 
maid, prepared the drinks vlth a drug. The male accomplice 
was to put handruf fs on the victim, Vhen i UE HKL uas not easily 
öoped, the man left the aöjoining room, turned the radio on 
full volurne, end tried to subdue EUEHNF- in order to give him 
an lnjection (the sy ringe was later found). The ettempt failed 
end the original had to hit EUEHNE on the head with the hend- 
cuffs. EUEHNE obviously put up a terrific ficht leaving blood

Aceording to material collccted snd cartfully 
checket! by the ÖPJ and. covering the perioö of the fall of 
194° until early 195t, the re occured at leeet 95 abductiona 
to last Qenaany through the use cf deception and baits 
beeides an additional 5 t ebductione in which the victias 
wert overpovereid. Aa the British Minister for Foreign 
Affeira, ucluyn Uo/d, atated on February 22, 195t, in the 
British Perlieaent, 103 persans -er* abdncte.d or illegally 
emstt-d between 1VA5 snd tbat bete by the oovie^s ortheir 
Cc-rmsn colleborators froa the British Sector of Berlin alone. 

In cnl.y eevtn of Ihtat* caaea -fJ it poaslble f or British 
authoritiee to cause the Bovists tu releaat the victime,

Preparations for ebducions rtquirn cereful 
plenning and thorough knovledge regarding the victime and 
their deily routine ectivitiee espacially uhen druge and/or 
lerge groups of eeaeilantß are utllized. Ueuslly, euch 
inforrcation is collrcted through systeaatic surveillances, 

Froquently, and if feaeiblt, inforcianta with personal contact 
with the targe-t pcreonelitles, ert also ue-d and Bpecificelly 
dlrected to provide the- needrd knowlcdge, Tor thia rvason, 
it is extre-i.eiy difficult to deterrdne eccumtely at which 
stage the collection of infomatiun ! through aur/eillences, 
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informsnts, double-agents, er by other meene) ends and 
et vhich prccise moment the actusl abduction Operation 
begins. The one activity elvays cerries over into the 
other and both must bc> fully coordinated. A.lmeat all eb~ 
ductions, except those solely almtd et eliminating politi- 
cbI opponente, generally lesd tc the interrogation end 
Intelligence exploitation of the vlctim and the poasible 
Infiltration of the organizetion vhich the victlu hsd 
aerved , so ohst one of the mnjor purposes of nbductionß 
is egfiin the gothering end folloving up of valuable- 
Intelligence- dete and lesds not aa easily or quickly 
ave lieble by other methode. Thcrefore, the victima of 
abductions generally are persons enge ged in sntl-Soviet 
or anti-Communiet efforte, oftentimee on behalf of or in 
Cooperation with ßgenciee or groups opereted or eupported 
by the United States or other "cetera Allies, In order to 
echieve their aiae in this reepect, the Soviets, their 
Satellitee, and Communist agents do not hesitate to uae 
poison end terror through extreme physical violence and 
brutal psychological pressure. This is true for the manner 
in vhich persona are kidnapped or arruated illcgally «g 
well as for the vay in vhich suspectB or pre-trial prlaoners 
ere interrogsted end confessions obtained. The moat typical 
examples of Soviet (or IdFS) brutelity and disregsrd for 
humane conduQt in Intelligence, aa well aa counterintel- v. 
ligence, operetiena ere the folloving i 


On July «, 1952, the member of the IFJ and a 
West Berlin lawyer, DR. WALTE k LINSE, was brutally aasaulted 
in the Americen Beeter of 3erlin and abducted to East Germany. 
Beceuse of the complexity of the large-scale Operation eon- 
ducted to kidnsp DR, LINSL, vho vss setively engaged in 
propagsndizing the evile of the Soviet eystem, it was poa- 
sible in a relatively short time to gsin detailed knowledge 
of the individuale, organization, and eetions connected with 
the LlNe>E abduction. The overpovering and moving of the 
victlm from West Berlin vss csrried cut by notorious criminala 
under the personal direction of ;ffb officere, who did not, 
hovever, leavc- East 3erlin. A '.'e-at Berlin taxi waa taken 
by the er^alnnls at 5jOC am of the samt dete frvm West Berlin 
to the Boviet Bcctor. The driver, WILHELM WClTZIShE, was 
paid the f 8 re in advence to convincc- hiß of the h.oneety of 
the pss3engera and to meke him leas suapicioua about entering 
the iast- oector, ^uet oefore croaaing the Sector border, 
one passenger gave WBITZIShl e caxton of clgs rette e es further 
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incentivo for 4 he + rip. "he borde- r guarös stopped the 
vehlcle , ftskec ’-'CIT/.ISl'F. io Step out, and upon f Inding 
the cigsrc-ttts on hlm, »rrested hin et oncc. on a smug- 
gling ehargr . He vas pleoed in pre-triai detention.

cetions, DR. LINSF ln ft. his hom^ at 7 *30 am. Tvo of the 
criminals then valked directly to PR. LINSF end apparently 
aeked. him for » light for o cigarette. DR, LINS! obliged, 
put his hand in his packet, and at the same momtnt was hit 
in the face vdth a small hsrd beg filled vith sand. He 
wes pulled into the ca 15 which then drove off at excoaaive 
speed. K driver of a delivery truck, which was in the 
same Street, immediately gsve chase but could not catch 
the enr, which was noted by other witnessoa as it. ap- 
proached and crosaed the border botween fest 3erlin and 
the. Soviet occupation zon< , 

Other witnessea in t ae+ Germany subsequently 
deocribed hov the £>pel seden was stopping at an apparently 
pre-designated sitc in tne Soviet Zone where an escort of 
East German police in a sccond cpt and a motoreyele patroj- 
man joined the ebductore end left for the next deatination 
of the vißtim. According to initial end officlal Soviet 
atatementa, this abduction never cccured and the pn sence 
of DR, LINSE in the Soviet occupic-d or controlled territory 
was unknowr^ in splte of an elleged Soviet Investigation in 
thle esse as r*questr-d by the festem autherities. Tot., the 
Soviets rcconfly diacloeed that ER. LINSF had died in late 
1953» in a Soviet prison camp of unknown causee. The- Veat 
Berlin polier Investigation and interviewe of vitneeaea rt- 
veelcd beyorii doub+ that the KF£ Kain Department VIII (In-

later ceught in Test Berlin, wes an ebeomplioe in the e.b- 
duction of DR. LOTS . 


Cn May 17, IT 55, the < . yeer old MFS Informant 
and coileborstor, Gr RH/ ® 3FC? , from Teltow, T ast Germany, 
was trlod by a Test Berlin court for altempted abduction 
and poisonlng of the employce LISA STFIN of the TJSIA opera ted 
West Berlin broedcr.stlng Station "LAS (Radio ln the American 
Sector), BIG; had been actlve es a Comirunlst ln varioue 
Leftist lest German politicel and nees organizetions from 
1946 on. In the full of 1953, BFCK establishcd contect vlth 
RIAS and offe-red to provide Information for broadeests on 
agricultural and Fast German farmer's Situation^ in the Soviel 
Zone. According t.o BFCK's testlmony at the triel, he had 
been srrested unexpoctedly November 1054 by the MFS. Al- 
though he allegedly denled initially having eny connection 
with RIAS, Brei claimed he was finslly forced to confess to 
havlng furnished rc-ports to RIAS. BI Ci assertcd that the MFS 
interrogetors thrcatencd to tal.e sdvorsc and punitive action 
against hie vife and fivt chilcutn, Insteed of pro8ecuting 
and trying BFCi , the MFS utilizeö hin to conti nue his contaet 
wlth RIAS and, v/hile acting as double sgent, to Import in 
detail on all individuale, Offices, and Information reqursts 
or Interests of RIAS. 

In March 1955, Bl*"!' reeeived the MFS misslon to 
prepere and carry out the cbducMon of FRAU bTlIN, who was 
inovn to the MFS as being qul+e efftetive in lnterviewing 
refuge-es and confidential sourees or visitors from last Germany 
at RIAS anc apparently vell-inf orme-c rtgarding Fast German 
and Soviel conditions, ler-ding persona litiea, and specific 
orgsnizations in the Soviel Zone and t-ector, induding »he 
MFS itself. Several high MFS officers, belicved + o have in- 
cludc.d even !• i®f. VOLLWI.BLR (who was then in Charge of the 
MFS), initial ly discussed vith BFCI the best plana for eb- 
ducting FRAU BOTIN, These mectings tocV place ln s covert 
Fast- Berlin MFS apartment . FiniLly, BIG? wer given * box of 
brandy filled candy of e Soviet Zone firm and told that 
poieoned csndy pieccs had been e.rrsngoö in the box in o 
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cert-ain orbe-r to perr.it iS’ H to 8 hart rt.e cnndy vlth the 
victim without eny denger to 31 Cr . Ke vas wanud by bis 
MFÖ superlors or handle rs to offer t ive randy sometime 
teuere the end cf the raeeting vith FRAU bTFIN, which hed 
been ßchedulcd by 31 CK and BOTIN in advsnce to takc place 
in a fest Berlin cefe, Upon lc.aving the cafe and on her 
walk to her nec.rby reßidence, FRAU ETI IN was expectcd to 
becoir.e uneonscious and -'es to be pickid up by e vaiilng 
cer which vould appc-ar to bt passing by ehsnee. All prepe- 
rstions for the Kidnapping had bcen ende voll in Rdvance, 
whc-n 3! Ci follcwed his KFb instruetions precisely. FRAU 
STTIN did not become ill, however, until ehe was in front 
of her apertif.ent, where ncighbors came to her eid and ah» 
was immcdiately iaoved to a hospital, After 4 r ' hourB of 
severe illness, durlng which FRAU STFIN's revival waa un- 
certein, the attending phyeiciens managed to find an antiöote 
and she recovered. The court medicel expert found that it 
was mo3t probably the highly dengtrous poioon "S? OPCLAMIN . " 


1t wes only through colneidence end BFCF'e 
lack of feer, besed on hiß firm belief that hie complicity 
in this abduction ettempt could not be proven, that 3FCK 
was apprehended in fest Berlin shortly after + he incident. 
Since the death penalty ie not applicable in Weet German 
(and also West- Berlin) Jurisdiction, 3FCK wea sentenced to 
twelve years in the penitentiary , This wes considc-red a 
stiff sentence and given speclficelly es a prcvcntlve meesure 
regarding poesible future offener s of this typt. In any 
court- in Soviel controlled territory, the sama crime would 
have definitely reaulted in a death penalty for the defendant, 
providing that he would Btill be in such phyeival condition 
after pre-trial interrogetion and detention that he could 
fpee a court. 


On July 25, 1955, the former HFS officer, 
SYLVFSTFR MURAU, who hnd defected to fest 3erlin soite + ime 
esrlier, V'ae Kidnapped from the Test Genaan tovn of Heubeck 
neor Dermstadt, where MURAU had taken up residence es e 
refuger: without official West German aid. MURAU' s daughtar, 
GITTA CULLMANN, 21 years old, was used by the MTS to dispel 
MURAU' e suspicion againat +he actucl abductore, who posed es 
good acqup-intan<?c3 of GITTA, .-nc of the eccompllccB, 24 yet r 
old JOACHIM TU TZ; , wes later caught in '.'est German territory 
and sentenced to ten years in ‘he penitentiary . 
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In this ebduction, I10RRU was first induccd 
‘ a btcome intcxlcated and *hen drugged to baconse un- 
consciouE. He vea taif n by csr from the afoivnentioncd 
community to I.e»t Gennsnj acroes the Sovief Gone borde r., 
which ia locsted quitr- a distanoe aw»y . 3oth abductors 
received e benus of 5,'-dC Deutsche Merk "tat (eloae to 
£1,2C;-) eech in addition of rc imbursemrnt of eil expellBfS 
and other payments for succeeding in thla ceae. A short 
time later, while TIK'f’F was eitempting to tale e Stolen 
West Berlin automobile to the Goviet Ee-ctor, he and hls 
eccomplice in the kidnappinp, -ne HCffilS, wtre epprehended 
by Western euthoritles. 

0n Februar/ 4, l?5b, the forrncr Fast Genoan 
People 's Police Lieutenant Colonel (Inspekteur), FC3IRT 
BIALFF , wes abducted from fest 3erlin by direct ion of the 
MFÖ, In this case, too, certful preparstion and timlng had 
been used t.o succeod. Sevoral monthe before, the onetime 
Fast Germen police official, PAUL DRZ.'WICFI» also reaidlng 
at that time as e refugee in fest Berlin, had been recruited 
es an Informant, by the MFS. Having lived for years in fest 
Berlin es former defected police officer, DRZLVICLI managed 
to e stabilst) contact with ÖIAU-F and gain his confidence. 

On the dotc of the ebduction, DRZH’ICKI had invlted 3IALF1. 
to a party subsequently celebrsting DRTTWICKI 1 s birthday. 

The celebraiion took place in e fumiehed room, DRZF' ICrl 
had rented on February Ist. An alleged niece of DHZFWICFI 
and an Fast Berlin acqusintance of DHSTVICFI, later intro- 
duced to BIALFF es also opposed to the ooviet regime, happenad 
to be present et the party. In reality, the girl and the 
Last Berlin resident wer* the abductors sent along by the w- 
to carxy out the Operation with DRZTflCFI 's help. the man 
was actually a Soviet Scctor police official. 

After several drinke, BIAIi. K wes drugged and 
became ili. The mein tensnt of the a partment in which + he 
lümished rooiu was loctted, rven assisted the abductors in 
carrying +he victim out of the buildinE vithout realizing 
the true circumstanec-s . Gncr on f he Street, a pnesing rar 
was flegged down for the- purpose- of moving the ßick man *0 
a hcspital. In reality, the orr had been veiting for this 
moment and 3IALEL was ebcucted to Fast Berlin. 

In this cas« , BLAIFt had also been engaged 
after his defection in assisting s-era euthoritiea end 
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^gencic-e ic gB In vr.*.u& 0 lfr infonaation regaid— 
ing Hast Genaen and Erriet targets and hai further beeu 
used in etteapta tc ccuse the dcfection of other last 
Oexnans and People 's Police Bibers lo -est Berlin. Xt 
•.:es wexl-knowa to Western c ouatc-rint elligeacc and Intel- 
ligence orgenizstivas that the Loviets enö their Caaouni&t 
collaborstors verc cxtreaely interested in havlng MURAU, 

BIALEi' f and ather i.asl Oenasn dtfcctors fron police and 
goverament er perty organizations re turne d to Sowie t control 
in order to prevent the iucreaoing and elanning refugee 
flow io the Jeet and + he gredually greater ntenber of dc- 
fections from Fast Genuany. 11 slso becaae j-nevn that 
many of these ebduction victins, especially those fon&erly 
8en. r j.ng in the MFo, wert seateneed io death for oesertion. 

tlne of + hose executed , ln my Bencry ie c^rrt cf , 
was a onetime MFS offioial named PAUL xTJBENSTOCK, vho had 
been arrcstod neer the Euviet Eector barder in Inst Berlin 
after extensive surveillence and being lured to ihs barder 
by en alleged prospektive Informant or öcfector, 

„ . v . Aocording to an erticle in the •'Die V.'eltwcchc- , '■ 

Zuerich, Svitzerland, of November 26, 1V55, and vritten by 
one II. COOKAIDGl, the Kost Berlin police prsaident, DR. JOHANNI ö 
allliM, mionsfcd the vriter during en interview in Berlin of 
19U, the T according ta official police flies, eppr.,xin*t e ly 
persone wert- abdueted Xrom West Berlin by Eoviet paid 
end fiirectfd agents and their German collabarators or crimlnal 
eccainpliees. Bonus peyments of M tnd 1.' - Deutsche Merk 
WeBi. for ans ebductlon succesafully earried out werc often- 
timer givc-n to the ebductors by the Beriete or MFS. 

The cloee relationship betuecn the uße of sb- 
ductione and the Intelligence ar Infiltration efforts by 
Soviel snd Fest German (ee weil es other -atellite) organi- 
zetione is well deronetratec by the following eelec*ed ex- 
emple s, representing only a vsry ft,: of the large number of 
cescs vhich baesme kncvri; 

April 27, j: 54, GERHAKL }J i^AISH.l. movec froa 
the 3ritish ^ectar of rerlin ta the Covlet Sector. According 
to a release by the baviet Zone nevs agency, ADN, lAHPAHKFf 
raadc s full confession to Fast Gti-ana security autherities 
regerding hia pnst aseociaticn vith the GEHLIN intelligence 
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organizetion in Western Germany. ! AR? AHN KP olaimed in 
hia confesaion that he had been deputy chief cf the 
"Filiale K" (branch office or agency K) and had received 
Orders directly from the chief of the "Generalvertretung 
G" (tiein Branch or Division G), the former German General 
K OE RN ING, According to KA RPAHNi.F , the GLHLEN-Organi- 
sation was receiving an annu&l subsidy of 25 million 
Deutsche Mark West. Although at first glance, KARPAHNKE 
appears to hsve no importsnee re garding abduction opor- 
ations, a closer check into his bn ckground and personal 
contacts reveols st once the nsissing links between the 
usual Intelligence- octivities of the Soviets (or KFS) nnd 
the abduction of DR. ALEXANDER TRUCKN JVICH, vhich occured 
exactly two weeks before KARPAHNKE moved to the fast. 

HEINZ GLAESKE and KARP ÄHNLE were friends end 
had worked together in the aame private Genien organization 
for German re turne t 3 and cxpellee3. As clsimed by the 
Sovicts after the TRUCHNGVITCH incident, GLAFSKP had made s 
full confession that he had worked for the GEHLEN-Urganl- 
zatlon. As the Soviets, and sn alleged voluntary Statement 
by TRUCHNOVICH in the Soviet Zone, also clsimed, TRUCHNGVICH 
had left West Berlin voluntarily beceuse he considered 
further Opposition to the Soviet Government seneeless, GLAESKE 
had allegedly also worked for or v.'ith the British Intelligence 
Service. KARPAHNKE 's voluntary uiove to the fast, his alleged 
confession, and his stränge ba, ckground strongly suggeat that 
he hed been e double a.gent between the East and West. 

In July 1951, KARPAHNKE had moved with hiB 
ent i re family and eil furniture from East Berlin to the 
West Sector, For thi- move, he had full permission from 
the .Soviet Sector authoritios, At any time, such moves with. 
all belongings from East to West were hardly ever authorized 
by the East German admi nlstretion unless severe personal hard- 
Ship was involved and to grant them would be of political ad- 
vantage, For this rcason, KARPAHNKE was never s refugoe . He 
never claimed to have been force d to Ic-r-ve East Berlin. 

Shortly after settling in the BritiBh Sector, KARPAHNKE 
obtained the Job of janitor at the West Berlin "Haus der 
Zukunft" (House of Future), an anti-Communist youth hostei 
and cultural Institution vhcre different Western lecturers 
gsvo talks on the Soviets end Communist dsngers to studenta 
and refugees, Shortly after World Wer II, KARPAHNKE had 
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joined the last Berlin police and ser-ed untii 1946 in 
ito Crir/iinal T nvc atigatiors Department. It besame weil 
known in recen f yea rs that the Soviets rccruited many 
of the covert investigators and infcnaants in German ad- 
ministret ion offices in ihr police force and left thera in 
their regulär positions to provide better cover for ectivi- 
tiec vhich in re.ality were carried out for the Soviets. 
KARPAHNRE had to leave. the police vhen the Fast Berlin 
authorities found out thet he had fslsified his quest.ion- 
nairc. After a short Soviel dotention ln a Komnandatuin 
prison, Yh ßPAHMKE wes t.rsnsferred to the Sachsenhausen 
Soviel conccntration camp, and if he had not been reeruited 
ea*xier by the Soviots, it is very likely that he was 
coerced to become a collaboretor at that. time. Alroady in 
September 1951, the liest Berlin police departraent V (In- 
vestigation of Political Crimeo) received e complaint 
against KARPAHNKF aecording to which he had denunciated 
(or reported) a refugee froia l ast Berlin to the MFS. The 
material did not provide sufficieni evidence at that time, 
however , to justify action against KARPAHNKI . If KARPAHNKT 
were a spy and double agent for the MFS or Soviets, he must 
hsve reported to them continuously on GLAFSKF and, on the 
basis of GLAFSKE's Information and personal contsct, re gard- 
ing TRUCHNOVICH. 

The aforemention^d Y. GU was of serious concern 
to the Soviet regime because it maintained conatant coverage 
and gathered as well as publlshed volumincus Information re- 
garding all Soviet inhumane conduct and brutalltles committed 
against the Germans, Also, the KGTJ was highly populär wlth 
the- majori ty of the .•'-■st German population. Through the 
KGU files and efforte on locotlng misslng persona, aa well 
as by charity worl, , many Fast Gemsn6 oppoaed to the Soviets 
and Communis® voluniarlly cooperated with the KGU and fumlshed 
valuable Information, The sccurity and succe63 of the Com- 
a mai st cndcfVors in Fast Germany were therefore continuously 
hfüipered by KGU publications and resistance worl . For this 
reeson, prior to his resignation from the KGU, its founder 
and initial head, the aforemrntioned HILPFBRANDT, wss the 
target of several unsuccessful abduction attempts. Later, 
other members of the KGU, auch es HFPÜ ROLLER, HF RR GFRE 
3AITZ, and ERNST TILLTCH, the suceessor of HILLFBRANI? , were 
also involved in different attempts by the MFC to abduct them. 
For the same roasen, the onetime allegod KGU contact or 
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employee , BAYXK, '..'ho had move-d io Fast Berlin and became 
an MKG collabor&lor, threßtoned another fermer »ro’j em- 
ployee, SCHAHLAU, wi^h vhon he had becn aequalnted, to 
cooperuie with the 'Iso or SCÜAKLAU would be exposed wi+h 
regard to formt r moral fsillngs and oth»r violations, 

Vhen SCHARLAU refused to accopt the off er of BAYER to wort 
with the MF3, BAYER used SCHARLAU's eged mother from Grimmen, 
East Oerm&ny, to be n messender to SCHAHLftU with more 
threatening letters. 


The continued effort by the MFS to Infiltrate 
and/or diacredit the KGU in the eyes of the general public , 
es^ecially the Fast German population, net with unuaual 
aucceB3 vhen a key meraber of the KGU and its anti-Soviet 
reaistance ectivitles defected to Fast Berlin and decided 
to coopere.te fully with the MFS and Sovit-t Zone Coumunlst 
regime, This move by ths onetime TGU functionary , HANFRIEL 
HIECKE, bora June 25, 1929, et Presden, wes almost certa inly 
the result of oontinued presaur«- on the. pari, of the MFS to 
spproach and rocruit as en Informant KUCKE and other KGU 
aembera. This pressure was not only applied in the form 
of serious threate to the person being approached and hia 
relatives, but also consisted of generous offers, ranging 
from compieto immunity from further Soviel proseoution for 
past hoatfle aotioaa to promiaes of large scale renumeration 
and other economic benefits in the Soviet Zone, 

HIECEF, vho used the oover neae of FRED MALTER 
while working for the KGU, later fumlshed all Information 
knovn to him about the KGU, i + s operations, aources, contects , 
emd rnoet of its lesding a<?mber3. Even though Borne of hia 
ißformetion was dieterted and adapted to Soviet prop&gandn 
Interests, the pamphlet published eontaining his diselosures 
and entitle4» _"DFCKHAME .WALTER" did not fall ln its aim of 
aeriously turting the further c.ffeetivaneas of the KGU and 
preparlng for its eventual breskup, 

Vhen the KGU, and with it a aajor austained 
and uaually very valuable efferf against Soviet aggreesion 
and ects of terror, wes final ly dlscontlnued in tha face of 
lncreaaing pn.saurt end mounting public oriticis-Ä, *he Coq- 
'cuniatE lad von a Iwrd and long bettle le&ving thex the 
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dealred freedom of political action in Fast Ge 1 ™ ny , t+ 
inay^aläo bt of Western internst to rcaliae the tragio toll 
Hl EC Kl 'o full Cisclosurets had among aumerouö reeistancc 
conte.cte iuü scurcto of the 1 GU in the Soviel Zone whoia 
he cfiuecd to be arrested end s enterte tc severe ly , 

In 1949, the lest Berlin Communiet publieh- 
ing houi-e, brcught out a Soviet licenecd (and 

probatly prc.pt red) pi.mphlet, entitlc-d "KUhU Ich, SPITZEL, 

SPION! " ("Courier e, I enunciators, Spies), written by HEINZ 
f.UEHNF, who clair.ied he volunterily defected to the Soviel 
oectoi Februaiy c , ly49, beceuse he uented to discontinue 
hiß e.saociation vith the SPD in fest Gennany. LUF.HNI ie 
id'ßtical with the afoimentioned abducted KUE IlifL , who had 
tht-n just taten over the SPD 'Gßt-Buero 1 (SU ope-roted Infor- 
mation and reaietance organizstion) before teing kidnspped. 

In hie forevo rd , detec Juno 27 , 1949, PUEBNE explains that 
he wrote the bpoklet becauee he realized the alstakes of 
the SrD loaders end their pollcie-s, Xt doee not roQulre- 
niuoh Imagination to reason why KUFHNI co persted with the 
Soviete in prtparing this pamphlet. 

The SPD 1 vSt-Buero’ wte one of the moat 
populär and effieient private and political Intelligence 
and resistance organizetions until the timt KUFHNE was 
abducted and during a post-war period when ncither the r.GU 
nor the UFG had bccome really effectlve and known, The dia- 
closuree of EUEHKc, the loss of meny good aources and contscta 
through him, and the drop in prestige utro so damaging to 
the SPD 'Ost.-Buero' that for many years Ine organizetion did 
not regeln its forner significence . Thie la particularly 
importene when one conaidcrs the fe.ct that the great majorlty 
of the Soviet dominated SFB (Social Union Party 'of Germany) 
was taken ovor Xrom the SPD by a Soviet forced merger of 
the SPD and KPL (Communiet Farty of Germany) to makr it the 
leading party in the Soviet /.one, Again, this abduetlon and 
Quick turning of a onetime political foe- ty the Sovieta had 
8 deflni..e political importence in the Coitrauniet atrategy 
and tactics regaröing Gennany. 

And her exanpie of how abduction, dc-fection, 
counterintelligence , and anti-.vestem Propaganda are utilized 
in conjunetion with interrogetlon and exploitet.ion of all 
availablc sources by the Coviets is the hendiing of the afore- 
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eubsequently changed its party dc-aignstlon to FTP to 
dietlnguish it from the- Conmunist controlled LDP in East 
Genaany, and for this reason HwEHEh is aentioned ss FTP 
member in later press relesscs.) Tn late January 1 G 54, 
apprcximetely one yeer efter HOF HI R was Delieved to have 
been abducted to Esst Berlin, the FDP reprt sentelives and 
WILLI KFESSKANN, DPI' represe ntative and meyor of the 
Berlin city distriet of Ereuzberg in the American Üector, 
had several hc-ated. arguments in a debate in the Berlin 
city councll regarding KRFSSMANN's contention that HOEHFK 
must have bcen an informant of the Sovlets and double agent 
againat the FDP (LDP) and the GEHLEN-Organization, in which 
he had responeible positions in V-'est Berlin. EKLSSMANN 
based hls Statements on e pamphlet, entitled "Agent 2996 
Hevea ls," published by the Soviet Sector Kongress Publish- 
ing Houee in late- 1953 or Jenuary 1954. In this booplet, 
the author is identified as "WOLF GANG HOL Hi H, 4C years old, 
Jurist hy profession, forraer military officer, and eince 
1950 a leading member of the counterintelligence agency of 
the GEHLEN-Crganizstion in West Berlin," 

Although the Berlin FDP Party Chairman, CARL- 
HUBERT SCHWENNICKE, declared on Januery 27, 1954, that the 
matter had not been cleared up completely and that it had 
not been proven yet that HüEHFR had spied for the East, 

Here egain, the Eoviet interest in HuEHEH and other FDP 
members with Western Intelligence missions and contacts is 
quite obvious. Next to the SPD (West German Socisllet 
Deiriocrstic Party) and the SPD 'Ost-Buero,' the FDP, which 
had a large following in East. Germany, had the largest 'Cat- 
Buero' and most active Information and resietance Organisation, 
For this reaeon, many membere of the FDP 'Ost-Buero' were in 
cloee touch witjh the GEHLEN-Organisation and Western Intel- 
ligence agencies. 

Anothe r FDP 'Ost-Buero' agent, HANS FULLDNER, 
eovemame LUDWIG, who had defected to the Last or had been 
arreeted by the MFS, furnishtd identifying dats to the KF5 
on 27 FDP sources and contacts in East Germany. In spite of 
his cooperation and betrayal, FLD.LDNIP and other double 
agents or informants of the MFS wert- subsequently tried in 
East Berlin for espionage an c’ other crimtB againat the Fast 
German state, it is of further interest to ncte that other 
defendants tried together with FUELDKKR had apparently also 
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cooperated vith the KFo without, hoverer, havin® received

Another co-defendant vae the former Fast 
German People 1 s Police Lieutenant, WERNER MANGFLSDORF, who 
had teken an pctivo part ln the uprising of June 17, 1553 
agalnst the Fest German regime when he organized the liber- 
al \? n +,r th ! Gommern jall near Magdeburg. KANGLLSDORF later 
fled to West Berlin and helped establish and operate the 
Committee of the 17th of June," founded by onetime partici- 
pants in the uprising who had been forced to flee from Soviet 
prosecu-lon, .he private Organization was organized with 
the help of the aforementloned RAINER HILDFBRANDT to develoo 
elandestine contacts with dieaffected Fast Germans to prepare 
for another uprising against the Communiat regime in the hope 
oi gainlng auecess in another attempt by enlieting Western 
eupport and batter coordination and planninrr of the revolu- 
tionär effort. 

After MANGFLSrORF had become active in this 
Organization, the MFS arrested his brother, HANS ANGFLSDORF, 
and forced the fiencee of HANS, one EEFLTRAUT FF.HSE to 
eontact WERNER MANGELSDORF in West nerlin and to offer him

For hla espionage Service, 
STT.LLL.d recelvod Soviel Gector end lest Genann state issued 
purehasing slips (HO-Linkaufsgut scheine) for vhich he bought 
Commodities regularly ln lest Berlin. The West Berlin Politi- 
cal Crime s Investigation Bepartmcnt uncovered STELL! R'a Intel- 
ligence activitles and npprehendcö hiro for subsequent proae- 
cution, It was. poasible for STILLER, through hie offieial 
Position, to co vc-r mtny intr-rcating faccta of American Intel- 
ligence and sccurity operstions in the U, S, Sect&r beesuse 
the princlpal U, S, Offices, .nilltary anc of the State I'epert- 
ment, as well as moat of the covert, Intelligence- faeiiitles 
and the majorlty of the American oillet.s, are located in 
Berlln-Zchlcndorf, and particularly in the cree covored by 
Policc- Preeinct 161.

‘L'GKFK'a 
vife and child residec in the Sovi»t Zone st the time thst he 
was -in conto ct vüth iht XFs, snd ".K.-tGi had bee-n' threatened 
by the MFS with repritfla a ge inet hie femily if he did no v 
cocpcrate. Although the edaieeion of :.}.!} INI F and the evidtnee 
providec by the invesi igators led to OtsWl K • c sentence, it 
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is not at all certain tliat eitker CKJNEK confessed 
everything or that the Investigation nncoverec the 
full extcnt of bis possible espionsge. 

In 1953 or 1954, the 25 yeer old Intel- 
ligence opera tor and Informant, TIKiAHN alles i5, IN Hl HD , 
was epparently recruited by the MF& ln East Berlin in 
or bofore 1952, when he estsbliahcd contect -,/ith hls 
ferner superior of the one time German Abwehr ( Military 
Intelligence Service,, one VON ZERSEN, who reportedly 
becaiue en KFö egent some time after 19 4^ , When TTFMANN 
feared. he would be arrested in West Berlin for hls 
double agent activitieB batwacn the- tffo and the Western 
Intelligence organizations, he fled to East Germany. 

TIEMANN had establlshed contect vlth the LTV ( LANDE SAMT 
FUEH VEitFAScUNGosCHUTZ - Office for the Protection of 
the Constitution) and had recommended VON ZERSEN aa a 
veluable and trußted inforaant able to furnish key Infor- 
mation. TIEMANN. also maintained operational contact. with 
the British and French Intelligence Services. Prior to

One of the mast acrious threats to the security 
of American forces end Operation® in West Berlin was un- 
covsred and discontinued when the espionsgo agent and In- 
formant of the Cpviet Intelligence Service, the 24 year old 
I PI, GA ED SCHMIDT alias STFPHANIE, was arrested by United 
States counterintelligencc investigatore in West Berlin 
’December 1, 1954, just beforr going to East Berlin to tum 
over Intelligence Information and material to her Soviet 
superiors. IRMGARD SCHMIDT, who was quite prttty, had suc- 
ceeded in estabiiehing firm personel contect or. a social 
basis with two important offieielo of the United States 
Intelligence Service. One of tkeec- was a militery officer, 
the other a civilian, With the heip of one of her American 
friencs , ehe even mrnaged to obtain a poaition within the 
United States Intelligence Service, ir. accordance vlth epecific

The appsrent esst /ith v;hich Goviet or Satel- 
lite (including hast German) interrogators, investigetors, 
und Intelligence officers ''turn 1 ' suspects or defendents 
into coope-reting informante or espionsge ngents is qulie 
plausible vhen the Soviel or Coasiunist pnactices and 
procedures of erresting, lnt&rrogoting, snd puniahing 
peoplc- is being coneldfrea. No other government or politi- 
cel regirae ope rotes es raony detention fecilities, labor 
campe, and politlcal indoctrination oi re-orlentetion 
progrsas es the Boviste and all of thelr Connuniet allies

One of the greatest Goviet aesets in naintain- 
ing absolute politlcal control is the well establlshed

The £ksc prlnciple of the .icana being uecd 
justifying the end to be atteined holde true for Com- 
munis! propagande and elleged fectual reporte in Soviel 
controllcd prees and radlo. For this reason, those indi- 
viduala who may not surrende i 1 to Soviet or Comnuniet 
demands through terror and fear rnight oftentimes be duped 
into eupporting Soviet goala because they believe Soviet 
Propaganda and diatorted reports. ,p o any persona reaiding 
ln or cloee to the Soviel aphere of power, Soviet and Com- 
munis. ruthleaaneos in deallng with auapecta end accuacd 
individuale is ucll known, Thereforc, when auch persona 
fall into Soviet hendo by being abducted or apprehended, 
they are- generell/ vor/ f right ened end offer uaually 
rather slight resistance to Soviet lnvestigetore or inter- 
rogatora, eepecially when their ordeal during pre-trial 
handllng threajtcns to be prolonged indefinitely or beyond 
their cepacity for endursnee in the event of their stete- 
menta being inaufficient. to satiafy the proaecutora, Undt-r 
the se circumaiances, confeaaiona can be obtained after c-x- 
tended perioda of pre— triel inveBtigction and auffering,
